Under a starry sky which recalled 
that night 1.032 years ago when 
Christ was born, Pilgrims from many 
lands gathered in Bethlehem last night 
to begin an impressive Christmas ob- 
servance, which had its echo in every 
other part of the globe. 

While chureh bells rang out 
through the clear night, throngh filed 
into the grotto manger in Bethlehem 
to which three wise men of the east 
had wended their way centuries ago 
with gifts of gold and frankinscense 
and myrrn. 

Many of the pilgrims were Ameri- 
cans, pausing on a_ round-the-world 
cruise to visit the Holy Land. 

The Sirthday of the Prince of 
Peace brought a 24-hour armistice in 
the Chaco war in South America, in 
which 70,000 Paraguayan and Bo- 
— troops have taken nart since 
July. 

In England, King George became 
a country squire as he banished cares 
of state and sat around a blazing 
Yule log with his children and grand- 
children. 

In Germany, President Von Hin- 
denburg, after issuing a Christmas 
appeal on behalf of the nation’s un- 
employed youth, joined in a family 
gathering, gladdened by news of the 
arrival of another granddaughter. 
Germans of all classes spent the eve- 
ning in the traditional fashion, close 
to family hearths. 

Former Kaiser Wilhelm. suffering 
from a cold and rheumatism, was ill 
and it was announced that his wife, 
Princess Germine, would preside in 
his stead at the family’s Christmas 
party at Doorn, Holland. 

In the United States. President 
Hoover was on a sea cruise off the 
Georgia coast With his wifé and a 
few intimate friends. President-elect 
Roosevelt. with children and grand- 
children’ gathered around him, began 
his family’s holiday festivities at his 
estate on the Hudson.

Heavy Minor Party Vote. 

The minor party vote more than 
tripled that of 1928. Norman Thomas, 
the candidate for president, 
led the field with 881.951, which com- 
pared with his 267,S345 four years ago 
and nearly equaled the record for a 
socialist candidate—819.799 for Eu- 
gene Debs in 1920. 

The 77,528 vote polled by William 
D. Upshaw as the prohibition party 
candidate was the largest given this 
ticket since the first election after 
national prohibition was adopted, It 
was nearly four times the 1928 vote.

STATE POSTPONES 
NeW BURNS MOVE 


Camp To Wait Until 
Moore Is Retired Before 
Next Effort. 


Georgia will make no new move 
to bring about the extradition of Rob 
ert Elliott Burns until after Gover- 
nor A. Harry Moore’s term of office 
expires in New Jersey, Attorney-Gen- 
eral Lawrence Camp decided Satur- 
day. 

The decision was made by the at- 
torney-general after a long conference 
with his assistant, John I. Keller, 
who represented the state at a hear- 
ing before Governor Moore in Tren- 
ton Wednesday when the New Jersey 
chief executive refused to honor Geor- 
gia’s requisition for Burns, who had 
been arrested in Newark. Burns is 
now at liberty. 

Mr. Camp said the state had two 
courses open, one being to await a 
new governor in New Jersey and the 
second to try to obtain eustody of 
Burns through a federal court writ 
of habeas corpus. The former course 
was «lecided, he said, when it appeared 
certain that an action in the federal 
court doubtless would involve an ap- 
peal to the circuit court and _ pos- 
sibly an appeal to the supreme court 
of the United States which would take 
many months. 

“We believe that a new governor 
in New Jersey who is to take office 
next month may look upon the Burns 
case differently than does Governor 
Moore,” Mr. Camp said. “We cer- 
tainly will get a decision much quick- 
er this way than we would if we at- 
tempted to return Burns through the 
federal courts.” 

Burns was convicted of highway 
robbery in Fulton county in 1922. 
After serving three months of a six- 
to-ten-year sentence he escaped. He 
was captured in Chicago in 1929 and

Son of a prosprous 
farmer who was a 
veteran of the Revolu- 
tion and a Governor 
of New Hampshire— 
in 1827. Born Nov. 
23, 1804, Hillsboro, N. 
H. Graduate of Bow- 
doin College, 1824. 
Admitted to bar, 1327. 
Boyhood ambition was 
to be a soldier. 


During his political career. 
declined as many offices aa 
he accepted. At 25, was a 
member of New Hampshire 
Legislature; at 29, a mem- 
ber of Congress; at 33. a 
United States Senator. Re- 
signed from the Senate, re 
fused the offer of Governor 
of New Hampshire, an ap- 
pointment to the Senate, a 
seat on the U. S. Supreme 
Court. bench, and appoint- 
ment of Attorney General 
of United States. At 47, 
nominated the Democratic 
eandidate for President—the 
second “dark horse” candi- 
date, selected after a deadlock of 
several conspicuous leaders. but 
in the election — 1852 ~— carried 
every state but four. 


Was a student of the 
classics and political 
economy. Enjoyed 
anything pertaining 
to the military, sports 
of all kinds and trav- 
eling. 


Enlisted as a private at 
beginning of Mexican 
War. Commissioned a 
brigadier-general by 
President Polk, led his 
brigade in the battles of 
Contreras and Churu- 
busco. 


Inaugurated the fourteenth President of 
the United States, March 4, 1853—~served 
one term—cast aside by the Democrats at 
the convention of 1856. During his ad- 
ministration, he upheld the constitutional 
rights of slavery, but when the Civil War 
broke out, appeared at a public mass 
meeting and urged loyalty to the Union. 
He signed the repeal of the Missouri 
Compromise, hoping it might avert civil 
war. A treaty was consummated with 
Japan which was for the first time opened 
up to the world; boundary questions with 
Mexico were settled; California was pur- 
chased from Mexico and a route surveyed 
for a railroad to the Pacific. After an 
extensive tour of Great Britain and 
Europe, retired to his home in Concord. 
N.H., where he died, four years after the 
Civil War, Oct. 8, 1869, aged 64.

City’s Financial Condi- 
tion Is Best Ever, Mayor 
Candler Reports. 


_—— 


Decatur has paid all its bills, has 
disbursed full salaries to every city 
employe, has discounted all bonded 
indebtedness and sinking funds to 
date, and wil finish 1932 in one of 
the best financial conditions in its 


history. 

Scott Candler, chairman of the 
board of commissioners, in announc- 
ing the financial affairs of Decatur, 
pointed out that the salaries of school 
teachers had not been reduced dur- 
ing the entire year. 

“Ail school teachers, firemen, poe 
licemen, sanitary workers and offi- 
cials of every kind have received their 
pay in full for the year 1932,” Mr. 
Candler said. “There are no out- 
standing bills of any kind. The only 
indebtedness against the city is the 
bonded indebtedness, and all payments 
on bonded indebtedness have been 
pail to date. . 

“During 1931. and 1932 the tax 
assessments of the city of Decatur 
were reduced uniformly 15 per cent, 
and in cases of inequalities in as- 
sessments the reductions were as 
high as 33 per cent. 

“The city, in conjunction with the 
DeKalb chapter of the American Red 
Cross, is carrying on the relief work 
of the city. The city distributes coal 
to those who are destitute-or in need. 
through the Red Cross, at a cost of 


$3.77 a ton,”

In 1928 Mr. Hoover underteok to 
reply to criticism on this score, saying 
that is was not necessary that exports 
paid for by imports, because of 
“invisibles”’ of foreign trade.

The disease may affect a 
of any age, but the extremes of life 
the very young and the very old, 
seem to be more susceptible. A large 
number of cases occur in individuals 
who are in the prime of life and se 
often all of us are saddened by the 
death of a young friend, one whe 
was otherwise healthy but died with- 
in a few days after taking pneumonia, 
The disease is always serious and the 
mortality, on the average, is just as 
high today as it was 100 vears ago, 
between 25 and JO per cent. 

While sudden changes in tempera- 
ture, fatigue, hunger, aleoholism, 
race, sex and occupation play their 
‘part in the development of  pneu- 
monia, it must be remembered that 
the pneumococcus is the cause of this 
disease. Naturally one would ask 
| many question in regard to this germ. 
Space does not permit a full disens- 
sion of‘ all facts known about the 
pneumococeus, but it common 
knowledge among physicians that this 
small germ is present in the mouths, 
noses, throats and lungs of most peo- 
ple throughout their lives.

How may one know when he has 
pneumonia’ As already indicated, the 
disease is sudden in its onset. Usual- 
ly the patient bas a chill, fever, a 
pain in one side of his chest, and 
cough, with expectoration of rusty 
tinged with blood sputum. In other 
vases the onset may be gradual, the 
patient complaining of not feeling 
well for several days. Still in other 
cases the disease is .preceded by a 
head cold, perhaps a sore throat, As 
a rule, the disease progresses rapidly 
wnd the patient is seriously ill. In 
the majority of cases recovery or 
death takes place within a week, ‘In 
a few cases recovery is slow. Still in 
another small number of cases. there 
are complications which must be 
dealt with, which delays recovery. 

There is no specific treatment for 
pneumonia, It is true that serum has 
used in the treatment of this 
disease for the last 40 years, but 
without marked success. Some phys- 
sicians believe that to actually bhster 
an area over the infected lung, has- 
len; recovery and prevents complica- 
tions. At this time there is promise 
of better sera and it is believed that 
better results in the treatment of the 
disease will soon be forthcoming. 


Sueh statements may seem disconrag- 


to the reader, but let me assure 
him that much can be accomplished 
by the physician and nurse in the 
handling of the average case. - First. 
a correct dizgnosis can be made, the 
patient can be made comfortable, sup- 
portive treatment can be started and 
maigtained until no longer necessary. 
Secondly. complications can be recog- 
nized and appropriate treatment in- 
stituted. One of the common com- 
plications, empyema (pus in the 
pleural sac) may require surgical op- 
eration. 

The best plan is to avoid fatigue, 
eat nourishing food, avoid exposure 
to dampness and cold, but spend much 
time in the open air during dry days 
and in the sunshine, Employ daily an 
antiseptic for the nose and throat 
and carefullv avoid all beverages con- 
taining aleohol,

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Danger of Government 
Ownership of Railroads 
Discussed by Telegraph 


Technocrats Raise Real 
Issue in Non-Fluctuating 
Standards of Measure 


(From the Macon Telegraph.) 

What has happened to the Central 
lies ahead for a great many other rail- 
roads in the United States. Railroad 
men are likely to attribtte all their 
troubles to government regulation on 
the one hand and the lack of govern- 
ment regulation upon the otehr, but 
are only skimming the surface when 
they do. It is true that the govern- 
ment has subsidized the crowth of mo- 
tor vehicle transpotation by aiding in 
the construction of state roads. The 
growth of truck and bus lines has ¢e- 
rrived railroads of millions of dollars 
annually in revenue from passengers 
and freight. The barge lines subsi- 
dized by the government are hauling 
heavy freight 20 per cent cheaper than 
the railroads because they are paying 
no taxes. Airplane lines are being 
subsidized with mail entracts that de- 
prive the railroads of revenue. All 
those things are true, of course, and 
they have contributed to the economic 
‘distress of the railroads. But the trou- 
ble does not end there. 

The railroads themselves have heen 


, too content to blame others for their 
_plight without 


doing anything about 
it. Concessions in fares which make 
it cheaper to travel on trains than 
any other way are only seasonal and 
spasmodic and they came only when 
the railroads were faced with calam- 
ity. Railroad mergers looking to more 
economical operation have not heen 
completed yet and there is still a divi- 
sion among railroad men as to the ef- 
'ficacy of merger. The railroads with 
'few exceptions have endeavored to en- 
‘ter other fields of transportation. The 
Pennsylvania, for instance, own bus 
lines and airplane lines and no doubt 
owns water rontes. It may not have 
been possible for railroad managers in 
recent years to have done any more 
| than they have, but we are of the con- 
trary opinion. We believe and have 
believed that they busied themselves 
too much with mechanics of opera- 
tion and too little with meditative 
thought and action to meet growing 
competition. These statements apply 
no more to the Central of Georgia 
than to any other railroad in the 
United States. 

The future of the railroads is uncer- 


tain but a few siguposts along the way | 


indicate certain things. Kither busi- 
hess must’ improve sharply enough 
quickly to restore revenues (the Cen- 
tral’s 1920 revenue was twice what it 
Was in 1952), or the government must 
ignore collateral requirements if more 
ralroads are to be kept out of re- 
ceivershbips.” The indications are that 
the government will allow more roads 
to slide. Another indication is that 
the failure of a few more roads will 
spur congress into enactment of fed- 
eral control of bus and truck transpor- 
tation where it is interstate. Still 
another is that the merger plan will 
be pushed under the spur of failures. 
Another? is that legislation will be en- 
acted which will allow recapitalization 
and reorganization of financial] struc- 
tures without the consent of all stock- 
holders. In other words, there will 
be a writing down of the face value of 
bonds and debentures by voluntary ac- 
tion of the hondholders to relieve the 
roads of heavy fixed charges. Bond- 
holders realize that it is better to pre- 
serve some equity through voluntary 
recapitalization than it is to lose all 
‘through bankruptcy. 
If we continue 
with the railroad situation 
have for the past five or six years, 
government ownership faces us. The 
thing to remember about-that is that 
the government would be acquiring 
property with declining, rather than 
srowing, value, just as it acquired ship 
canals when rail transportation was 
supplanting canal routes, If we are 
wise, we will vigorously push toward 
reorganization of the rail structure.

day's 19 feet wide. We would never 


'be sure in advance exactly how wide 


the road weuld be. That is the case 
with our economie situation. The 
technocrats certainly raise a real is- 
sne in a standard of measure which 
is non-fluctnating. Following commod- 
ity and stock prices we readily see the 
effects of a variable standard. 

I notice in looking over my records 
that certain values varied 40 per cent 
inside the last two weeks. Was that 
particular commodity worth 40 a 
cent more yesterday or 40 per cent less 
than a week ago? Not a real or tan- 
gible thing had changed. If our 
standard were set the above values 
would not shift as they do, Many 
people would not now be in the posi- 
tion they are hecause of the wide fluc- 
tuations of values on a dollar-and-cent 
basis. We certainly need a basic unit 
of value, whatever it may ‘be, that is 
the same today, tomorrow and 1 
years from now. Whether the dollar 
or its equivalent can ever be worked 
out te meet the ideal base, remains 
to be seen. So far it is anything but 
satisfactory.

A second tariff reform should be 
discussed either at this conference or 
at the projected world economic con- 
ference.

How may one know when he has 
pneumonia’ As already indicated, the 
disease is sudden in its onset. Usual- 
ly the patient bas a chill, fever, a 
pain in one side of his chest, and 
cough, with expectoration of rusty 
tinged with blood sputum. In other 
cases the onset may be gradual, the 
patient complaining of not feeling 
well for several days. Still in other 
cases the disease is -preceded by a 
head cold, perhaps a sore throat, As 
a rule, the disease progresses rapidly 
und the patient is seriously ill, In 
the majority of cases recovery or 
death takes place within a week, In 
a few cases recovery is slow. Still in 
another small number of cases. there 
are complications which - must be 
dealt with, which delays recovery. 

‘There is no specific treatment for 
pneumonia, It is true that serum has 
used in the treatment of this 
disease for the last 40 years, but 
without marked success. Some phs- 
sicians believe that to actually bhster 
an area over the infected lung, has- 
fen; recovery and prevents complica- 
tions, At this time there is promise 
of better sera and it is believed that 
better results in the treatment of the 
disease will soon he forthcoming. 
Suah statements may seem discourag- 
ing to the reader, but let me assure 
him that mueh can be accomplished 
hy the physician and nurse in the 
handling of the average case. First. 
a correct dizgnosis can be made, the 
patient can be made comfortable, sup- 
portive treatment can be started and 
maigtained until no longer necessary. 
Secondly, complications can be recog- 
nized and appropriate treatment in- 
stituted. One of the common com- 
plications, empyema (pus in the 
pleural sac) may require surgical op- 
eration. 

The best plan is to avoid fatigue, 
eat nourishing food, avoid exposure 
to dampness and cold, but spend much 
time in the open air during dry days 
and in the sunshine. Employ daily an 
antiseptic for the nose and throat 
and carefully avoid all beverages con- 
taining aleohol, 


Danger of Government 
Ownership of Railroads 
Discussed by Telegraph 


Technocrats Raise Real 
Issue in Non-Fluctuating 
Standards of Measure 


(From the Macon Telegraph.) 

What has happened to the Central 
lies ahead for a great many other rail- 
roads in the United States. Railroad 
men are likely to attribnte al! their 
troubles to guverument regulation on 
the one hand and the lack of govern- 
ment regulation upon the otehr, but 
are only skimming the surface when 
|they do. It is true that the govern- 
‘ment has subsidized the growth of mo- 
‘tor vehicle transpotation by aiding in 
the construction of state roads. The 
growth of truck and bus lines has de- 
rived railroads of millions of dollars 
-annualhy in revenue from passengers 
and freight. The barge lines subsi- 


heavy freight 20 per cent cheaper than 
the railroads because they are paying 
no taxes. Airplane lines are being 
subsidized with mail entracts that de- 
prive the railroads of revenue. All 
those things are true, of course, and 
they have contributed to the economic 
‘distress of the railroads. But the trou- 
ble does not end there. 

The railroads themselves have heen 


i, too content to blame others for their | 
| plight without doing anything about 


it. Concessions in fares which make 
it cheaper to travel on trains than 
any other way are only seasonal and 
spasmodic and they came-only when 
the railroads were faced with calam- 
ity. Railroad mergers looking to more 
economical operation have not been 
completed yet and there is still a divi- 
sion among railroad men as to the ef- 
|ficacy of merger. The railroads with 
(few exceptions have endeavored to en- 
‘ter other fields of transportation, The 
Pennsylvania, for instance, own bus 
lines and airplane lines and no doubt 
owns water routes. It may not have 
been possible for railroad managers in 
| recent years to have done any more 
| than they have, but we are of the cun- 
;trary opinion. We believe and have 
believed that they busied themselves 
'too much with mechanics of opera- 
tion and too little with meditative 
thought and action to meet growing 
competition. These statements apply 
no more to the Central of Georgia 
than to any other railroad in the 
United States. 

The future of the railreads is uncer- 


tain but a few signposts along the way | 


indicate certain things. Kither busi- 
hess must improve sharply enough 
quickly to restore revenues (the Cen- 
tral’s 1920 revenue was twice what it 
Was in 1932), or the government must 
ignore collateral requirements if more 
railroads are to be kept out of re- 
ceiverships.” The indications are that 
the government will allow more roads 
to slide. Another indication is that 
the failure of a few more roads will 
spur congress into enactment of fed- 
eral control of bus and truck transpor- 
tation where it is interstate. Still 
another is that the merger plan will 
be pushed under the spur of failures. 
Another? is that legislation will be en- 
acted which will allow recapitalization 
and reorganization of financial struc- 
tures without the consent of all stock- 
holders. 
, be a writing down of the face value of 
bonds and debentures by voluntary ac- 
tion of the hondholders to relieve the 
roads of heavy fixed charges. Bond- 
holders realize that it is better to pre- 
serve some equity through 
recapitalization than it is to lose all 
through bankruptcy. 

If we continue to muddk along 
with the railroad situation we 
have for the past five or six years, 
government ownership faces us. The 
thing to remember about-that is that 
the government would be acquiring 
property with declining, rather than 
growing. value. just as it acquired ship 
canals when rail transportation was 
supplanting canal routes, If we are 
wise, we will vigorously push toward 
reorganization of the rail structure.

HURCH bells ring out on the 

cold, clear air of Christmas Eve. 
Once more, to a world which is ready 
to put aside its sorrows, the Redeemer 
comes. And in town and country, 
everywhere, carolers are abroad, 
chanting the joyous words of a 
‘(Christmas song that will never die, 
“Silent Night, Holy Night. all is calm, 
all is bright.” 

“Heaven must have been in ghe 
soul of him who wrote it”, one ex- 
claims. But there is more of a story 
than that. It is printed here—for the

HE afternoon of 
Christmas Eve.

and bars of music come now te me from heaven 
itself Bars of music which will fit these words, 
I know.

“True to his word”, proudly put in the 
grandson, “It was not long, about one hour, be- 
fore the cloak-wrapped figure of Franz Gruber 
avain appeared in the study of the priest. 

“*] have brought my guitar with me, Father 
Josef, so that we may use that for our 
accompaniment’, he said. ‘Call Marie to come 
in, too.” 

“Marie was the orphan maiden who tended the 
priest’s abode. She it was who had been chosen to 
represent the Virgin Mother in the church tableaux for 
this night. 

“She had an excellent soprano voice of magnificent 
range. It was Franz Gruber himself”, said Franz 
Gruber’s grandson, “who had trained her to be the young 
nightingale that she was. 

“And Father Josef. A choir boy he had been in his 
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youth, and he had for one of his natura] gifts a clear 
tenor voice of great beauty. The schoolmaster sang 
basso. 

“The three trudged into the new church of St. 
Nicholai. Behind the altar rail, by a candle-covered 
evergreen tree, was the crib, containing a doll symbolic 
of the Infant Redeemer. 

“Outside the snow was falling thicker and thicker. A 
blanket such as the little town of Oberndorf had not 
seen within memory lay gently over roofs and fields, 
trees and roads.

“Now it brings joy and contentment to every 
Christian heart in every Christian land. Of course the 
parishioners of St. Nicholai in this little town of

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mas music. 

“After the storm there came to Oberndorf Car] 
Mauracher, to repair the broken organ of St. Nicholai. 
He was an old organ-builder from Fuegen-in-Zillerthal. 
He wanted to know how the parish had managed ihe 
Christmas mass without the organ and Franz Gruber 
showed him the new song. 

‘““Mauracher asked for a copy and took the manuscript 
home with him. In his town lived four sisters named 
Strasser, who sang, in quartet, many of the Tyrolean 
melodies. From their hands the carol passed into. the 
hands of others, for it was composed. for al] mankind. 

“To the priest-and the schoolmaster of Oberndorf the 
authorship of the words and music of even that lovely 
song was a matter in the line of duty. When Silent 
Night began to be sung in far-away places, the true 
story I have just told you did not go with it. Others 
were said to have written the carol. 

But I wondered if there could be anything, aside 
from perhaps a Christmas carol, quite as lovely aa the 
story about the origin of the best-loved one.

ENVER WRIGHT wasn’t sure that 

he wanted to be or not to be a 

lion hunter any more. Sitting in 

the den of his cozy home in Brentwood, 
Missouri, just outside St. Louis, this 
mighty nimrod had beside him the 
stuffed forms of Nellie and Bess, the two 
most famous African lionesses ever to 
roam the wilds of the “Show Me” State. 

But just when most of the adverse 
criticism and excitement had faded 
away, with the immortal! shooting-party 
on Towhead Island in the Mississippi 
only a memory, the report leaked out 
that Denver Wright would hunt again, 

“You have heard,” he 
told a reporter for this 
newspaper, “that I will 
reenact the lion. hunt 
somewhere in Missouri.” 

Then, smiling, he added, 
“T will, and HOW!” 

Since that wild Octo- 
ber week during which 
Wright hauled his two 
circus lions from _ St. 

Louis to Commerce, 
thence to an island in the 
Mississippi and _ turned 
them loose in the “jun 
gle,” the man has been 
the butt of criticism from 
many corners of the 

orld. A less intrepid being would 
never want to hear the words “lion 
hunt” again. 

“The opposition to the lion hunt,” 
he said, “came from the Humane So- 
cieties and women who take their dogs 
automobile riding and leave their chil- 
dren at home. There was no pro- 
test from sportsmen.” 

Hunter Wright was particularly in- 
dignant, when interviewed, over any 
hint that his Mississippi River lion hunt 
was a publicity stunt. 

“Tl had the lions on my hands,”

from a circus for $15 to prevent them 


from starving. Once | had them ! was 
forced to feed them eighteen to twenty 
pounds of raw beef a day.

The Background of the Home Picture 


BY W. ELBRIDGE FREEBORN. 


HE month of December is 
about ideal for planning 
and planting shrubbery 
of aii kinds. This year 
has been a bit unusual as far as 
weather is concerned. Our winter 
was far behind its schedule, but 
it is with us now. All the shrub- 
bery is thoroughly dormant, as 
most of the sap is down in the 
roots. What little growth there 
is going on is under the ground 
in root growth, which is another 
reason that all kinds of shrubs 
Should be planted in the fall. 


It is of the utmost importance 
that you have a plan for your 
home grounds. If a plan is made 
and thoroughly studied before 
any work is started, it will save a 
great deal of time. money and 
mistakes. It is also best to utilize 
every foot of your land, every 
square foot should serve a pur- 
pose and should be used only for 
that purpose. If no plans are 
made and the garden and land- 
scaping done haphazardly, the 
time will come when its apparent 
that a great many things have 
been omitted and that the parts 
of the lot used, have not been used 
to the best advantage. 

The idea of using all of the 
home grounds has resulted in 
quite a change in the character 
of home planting, generally. There 
was a time, and that not so long 
ago, that the only planning and 
planting thought about was done 
in the front of the house. That 
time is gone now, and oftentimes 
the backyard is even more beauti- 
ful than the front. The front of 
the house must be landscaped for 
the public and should conform, 
at least in generality with others 
in the neighborhood. Behind the 
house is the real private garden. 

There are no rules that should 
be laid down as to what should be 
found in an outdoor living room. 
This depends entirely upon the 
individual. There may be a mem- 
ber of the household who in- 
terested in a kitchen egarden. If 
so, this should be incorporated 
into the plan. Your may 
be centered on dahlias (these 
tubers should be taken out of the 
ground and stored through the 
winter in peat moss) or roses or a 
rock garden. Work these various 
interests into a complete plan and 
follow this plan for one year. 

Although well-designed gardens 
are becoming numerous, most 
content with the 
layout that was given to them by 
the sub-divider. That is, they ac- 
cept the sidewalks, back fence or 
lack of back fense, steep banks or 
other natural boundaries as suf- 
ficient deliniation for their gar- 
den and go ahead planting the 
garden without further thought as 
to the general effect. 

In some cases there is set 
a reaction against any well-de- 
fined plan, or designing. There is 
the feelins that out-of-doors 
planting should be as informal as 
possible—this, with the feeling 
that nature will take care of much 
of the planning. This is not really 
true, however, and an informal 
garden really requires quite as 
much care to make it

formal as does a formal! one.

BACKYARD SCREEN. 
The most effective screen and 
the most beautiful background for 
flowers, is made with trees and 


commonly called, is a broadleaf 
evergreen, vigorous and upright 
in growth. It will quickly grow to 
about 10 feet, and ultimately 
reach a height of 15 to 20 feet. 
The shrub may be pruned, and 
kept at a lower height if neces- 
sary.

To mark corners 
seen from a distance, it will be 
best to use some kind of a shade 
tree. If this tree is to be used only 
as a marker, one of the tall, slim 
trees will be best. For this purpose, 
use a Lombardy poplar or tulip 
poplar. These two trees are both 
very fast growing. very tall and 
Slim and give very little shade. 
When 50 feet tall, they are only 
about 10 feet in diameter. They 
may be transplanted, with little 
trouble, and are generally used as 
screens or markers, 

If there is a particularly ugly 
that needs to be blotted out 
and that located at a low point, 
one of the best shade trees to use 
for this purpose is an old-fashion- 
ed magnolia This tree, an 
reen, reaches an ultimate 
height of about 30 to 40 feet. Be- 
cause of the fact that its branches 
are low and spreading, it is im- 
possible to get grass to grow un- 
derneath a magnolia tree. For 
fast-growing trees, that are almost 
universally satisfactory, there is 
the silver maple. This tree is easy 
to transplant, grows very fast and 
has a most pleasing shape. The 
leaves are light green in color and 
the underside is a light green 
Silver. 

For the background of this 
screen, the best plant that is com- 
monly used is Ligustrum Japoni- 
cum.

trum Lucidum and Abelia. These 
two plants are often used as com- 
panion plants, since they are so 
Similar in the general character 
of their growth. Ligustrum Luci- 
dum quickly grows to a height of 
about three feet and will even- 
tually attain a height of six or 
eight feet. The leaves are large, 
bright, shiny green, of a rather 
dense character of growth. The 
plant itself grows compactly and 
has a white flower in the spring 
which is neither very. beautiful 
nor conspicuous, and is followed 
by blue-black berries that are held 
on the plant throughout the win- 
ter. 

The abelia, which is used as a 
companion plant, has the same 
general character of growth, but 


leaves are smaller and of a 
lighter shade of green. It is the 
finest all-purpose plant for the 
south, has a quick growth to three 
feet and ultimately heaches a 
height of six feet, bearing beauti- 
ful pinkish-white bell-shaped 
flowers in clusters. There are a 
number of other plants that may 
be used as screens, such as altheas, 
laurels, weigclas, spirea Van- 
houtte and a number of others, 
but the three plants discussed are 
probably the most satisfactory. 


LILIES OF THE VALLEY. 


Lilies of the valley are fast be- 
coming one of the most popular of 
plants for either the garden or the 
house, They will virtually take 
possession of a shady, damp corner 
and flourish there for years, 
spreading into big patches and 
producing each year a wealth of 
beautiful, fragrant white bells. 

Lilies of the valley are such an 
easily grown pot plant that they 
are fast a deserved 
popularity. The prepared pips are 
necessary for this particular pur- 
pose, but they may be rocured 
with little trouble from your seed 
store. About six pips should be 
planted in a four or five-inch 
shallow pot. The tips of the pips 
should be just above the level of 
the soil, but first cut off half of 
the roots that are on the pips. 
Any good, rich soil will do for 
this purpose, but for best results 
use prepared bulb fibre. Prepared 
bulb fibre usually contains peat 
moss, charcoal and bone meal in 
the proper proportions. 

Soak the planted pot thorough- 
ly and place in a warm room 
where the sun will reach it as 
often as possible. When they are 
planted in this manner they will 
bloom in about 15 or 20 days. After 
you have raised a few pots of 
these beauties you will probably 
be able to bloom them in even 
shorter length of time than that. 

This same system of planting 
may be used for hyacinths and 
tulips. The double and single early 
tulips are best for this particular 
purpose, and the exhibition hy- 
acinths are the best hyacinths. 
Both the tulips and the hyacinths 
may be procured in a number of 
colors, and will add much to the 
beauty and color of the house 
throughout the winter. Have one 
pot of the old-fashioned French 
hyacinths. They are very pretty 
and particularly fragrant.

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HE new scoring rules have 

been finally accepted by 

most people throughout 

the country. Long awaited 
though they were, they did not 
contain as many changes as were 
generally expected. Probably the 
greatest surprise to most people 
was the increase in the grand 
slam bonuses. This naturally has 
made many changes in almost 
every player’s game. Formerly, 
such bids were shunned unless 
they were certainties; now, they 
are being bid frequently with 
varying success even by players 
noted for their conservatism. It is 
true that since the possible gain 
in points is so much greater, the 
grand slam has become one of the 
most important features of the 
game. It is equally true, however, 
that far too much stress is being 
laid on them, and that a slightly 
better than 50 per cent chance of 
success is necessary. Warnings, 
such as these, cannot be expected 
to do very much good, as the 
gambling instinct in humanity is 
too strong, and people will un- 
doubtedly continue to sacrifice 
small slams and rubbers to this 
new deity. 

The other scoring changes have 
won almost universal approval. 
The penalties for undertricks are 
now placed in a more logical re- 
lationship to each other, the whole 
scale being founded on a very nat- 
ural arithmetical progression. In 
the beginning they were obviously 
somewhat confusing to inexperi- 
enced score-keepers, but much of 
this trouble has been eliminated. 
The most logical change of all was 
that made in the bonuses for over- 
tricks. There is nothing more an- 
noying to a player than to have 
his opponents bid two diamonds 
and make six when there is no 
possibility of saving a trick. Of 
course, the game is not made, but 
a score such as 200 above the line, 
if repeated again and again by 
notorious underbidders holding 
every high card in the deck, is 
extremely liable to drive a normal 
person completely out of his mind. 
Now when the bonus for 4 over- 
tricks is only 80 points, a more 
sane view can be taken of the en- 
tire proceedings. 

Another interesting feature of 
the new scoring is the increase 
in the use of the penalty double. 
This is undoubtedly due to the 
elimination of the bonuses for 
made contracts. Formerly, the 
points gained in this fashion were 
more or less prohibitive, and few 
people were using the double as 
much as they should. Although 
the actual change is not so great, 
the percentage of possible gains 
and possible losses is now much 
fairer, and this fact has been ap- 
preciated by the majority of play- 
ers. All in all, the scoring changes 
seem to have met with approval, 
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The use of the double of a 
three-bid has always been a rather 
confusing subject, even to experts. 
Its disadvantages are obvious, 
whether it is used as a penalty 
double or as a takeout double, as 
both uses tend to aid rather than 
hinder the adversaries. When it is 
used as a penalty double, a splen- 
did inference is lost, which might 
be conveyed to partner—that a 
hand is prepared for either of the 
remaining three suits. When it is 
understood as a takeout double, it 
allows the opponents to interrupt 
the natural course of the bidding 
with a semi-psychic jump overcall 
in a minor suit, when the suit it- 
self is very weak. Either way, it 
is bound to be a losing bid under 
certain conditions. 

The approach-forcing system 
has always recommended its use 
as a penalty double of a major 
suit, and usually as a penalty 
double of a minor suit, with part- 
neg given as much option as pos- 
sible in the latter case. By option 
is meant an extension of the com- 


mon sense system. Under certain 
circumstances the player must 
realize that his proper course of 
action depends largely upon the 
factor of his partner’s tempera- 
ment and morale, and also upon 
the caliber and general standard 
of play of the opposition. If one’s 
partner cannot appreciate situa- 
tions, it makes little difference 
how the bid is used, as it will prob- 
ably go wrong in any event. 


There is, however, one case 
where the inference is clear that 
a takeout double is intended. This 
occurs on bidding such as the fol- 
lowing:

Here the inference is clear that 
South is trying to shut out any 
information which West has at 
his command. He should also 
realize that East’s hand must be 
of a very powerful nature, both in 
honor-tricks and in distribution, 
if he persists in his original course 
of doubling rather than showing 
some suit of his own. Unless West 
holds a certain trump trick, he 
should not pass, but should now 
tell his partner whatever he can. 
No matter what bid he makes, it 
cannot possibly be interpreted as a 
strength-showing bid, as he has 
already passed two opportunities 
to respond to the double.

One principle which is not clear- 
ly understood by the average play- 
er is the difference between a one 
no-trump bid in response to part- 
ner’s opening bid of one in a suit 


when the left-hand opponent 
passes and when he injects some 
sort of intervening bid. An ab- 
solutely false impression which 
has been created is that the same 
strength is required for both situa- 
tions. The difference is that ope 
bid is merely a chance,.and the 
other, while not exactly a 
strength-showing bid, nevertheless 
guarantees a _ certain definite 
minimum. Such a minimum should 
roughly be placed at about 2 hone 
or-tricks or about 1 1-2 plus hon- 
or-tricks with a double stopper in 
opponents’ suit. The lack of ape 
preciation of all this caused the 
following hand to be bid too high,

South's six heart bid could not 
exactly be called conservative, but, 
being under the impression that 
his partner was showing him 4 
strong hand, he decided to take all 
the burden on himself.

He was apparently working under 
the theory that since he was go=« 
ing to bid one no-trump over &@ 
pass by West he might as well bid 
it over the spade bid on account 
of the enhanced value of his king 
of spades. In this he was entirely 
wrong. The spade combination 
which he should have held to 
justify the bid was ace-knave- 
small. 

Of course, two aces were lost 
immediately off the hand, and a 
perfectly good vulnerable game 


disappeared from sight. Had 
North passed, he could have re<- 
entered the bidding at a later 
date and shown his strength to 
his partner when he could not 
possibly confuse him. The core 
rect contract would have been four 
hearts.

Epileptic Slayer Had Fled From 


State Home After Earlier Crimes 


BY PETER LEVINS. 


HE tragedy of Bert Arnold, 
related in this series last 
Sunday, is followed today 
by the story of a case 

which occurred in Chicago the 
same week young Arnold murder- 
ed his grandmother. We refer, of 
course, to that repellent epileptic, 
James (Iggy) Varecha. 

‘Though they must both be class- 
ed as murderers, Bert Arnold and 
young Varecha could hardly be 
described as two of a kind. Their 
eases strike one as being utterly 
differeat. Nobody, for instance, 
could have forseen that Arnold, an 
apparently normal, healthy high 
school boy, could commit a mur- 
der—-on the other hand, one won- 
ders how the Varecha boy could 
possibly have escaped committing 
murder. The urge to kill and rape 
was in him. and the authorities 
obligingly gave him the oppor- 
tunity to express this urge. 

How? Simply by not holding on 
to him when they had him. They 
knew that he was a menace. They 
knew that he was inclined to dan- 
gerous and violent acts. Yet they 
lét him get away from them—not 
once. but time and again. And 
finaliy, the inevitable happened. 

Justice is now horrified by the 
crimes this boy has committed. 
vet an impartial observer might 
be inclined to find Justice guilty 
of being an accessory before the 
fact. 

FIRST TROUBLE 
WHEN 13 YEARS OLD. 

James Ignatius Varecha, one of 
eight living children, first got into 
trouble. according to the official 
records. at the age of 13 when he 
repeatedly neglected to attend 
school. The truant officer of the 
neighborhood had him sent to the 
Parental Home his own family 
was. on the whole, glad to get ria 
of him—but he escaped from that 
institution and in a very short 
while the police caught him In a 
robbery. 

This time he was taken before 
Judee Mary Balte!ne, and in 
March, 1928 ‘still in his 13th year) 
he was committed to the Juvenile 

- Detention Home. Released, he was 
arrested the following October for 
attacking a Mexican schoolmate 
with a crowbar, fracturing his vic- 
tim’s skull. 

Belatedlv, medical men now ex- 
amined him and discovered that 
he was a victim of epilepsy, an 
affliction which still has science 
baffled. Epileptics are subject to 
fits and on occasion are possessed 
by an overpowering urge to des- 
troy. As the Encyclopedia Brit- 
annica says: “The subject 1s one 
of the greatest medico-legal in- 
terest and importance in regard to 
criminal responsibility.” 

In other words, Justice still 
doesn't know, really, whether an 
epileptic should be classed as sane 
or insane. 

Iggy, accordingly, was sent to 
the State School for Epileptics, at 
Dixon, Ill. His: family breathed 
easier, once he was placed in this 
asylum, for when he was home he 
terrorized the household, It was 
the family practice to search him 
every time he entered the house 
to see if he had a gun, for he had 
repeatediv threatened members of 
his family 

We skip a period now and come 
to June, of this vear, when Jus- 
tice betrayed the Varecha family 
and society in general. In other 
words, Iggy escaped. 

He made for his home in Chi- 
cago at once. When he entered 
the house his mother fell upon her 
knees and begged him to go back 
to Dixon. He pulled a gun out of 
his pocket, shouting wildly that he 
would kill anv one who tried to 
make him go back. According to 
other members of his family, he 
would have fired the cun if they 
had not grabbed him and wrested 
the weapon out of his hand. 

HE ESCAPES 
FROM DIXON AGAIN. 

And again the authorities got 
their hands on him. One of his 
brothers sneaked out of the house 
and called the police. Iggy was 
booked for assault with intent to 
kill, 

He was returned to Dixon on 
July 26, 1932. 

The authorities certainly must 
have known by this time that this

lad was dangerous—a maniac in 
the medical sense if not in the 
legal sense. Yet a week after he 
went back to the institution Iggy 
and three other inmates cut 
through a screen window and es- 
caped. 

Iggy did not go near his home 
after this second flight. No doubt 
he realized by this time that his 
family wanted him confined. They 
realized how dangerous he was, if 
the authorities did not. However. 
several shootings and petting lane 
attacks occurred during the sum- 
mer and fall. and some of them 
were attributed to the young fugi- 
tive. (Of which, more anon.) 

We hurry on to the events of 
the evening of November 16, 1932. 
THE MURDER 
OF FRANK JORDAN, 

At 10 oclock that night Frank 
F’. Jordan, an auto accessory sales- 
man, and Miss Emma Danke, 25, 
were sifting in Jordan’s car on 
South Lincoln street, Chicago. 
They had planned to attend a 
movie but Miss Danke had seen 
the picture, so they had stopped 
for a while to discuss whether it 
was too late to visit some friends. 

Then Iggy Varecha. 

He appeared suddenly on the 
side where Miss Danke sat. She 
noticed that he was young and 
that he was wearing a blue sweat- 
er and a dirty gray cap. He stuck 
a small black pistol through the 
window, saying, “This is a stick- 
up!” 

“The hell it. is!’ exclaimed Jor- 
dan.

gasped Miss Danke, and at the 
same time thrust her purse 
toward the weak-faced Iggy. 

But Jordan didn't seem to real- 
ize his danger. He started to get 
out of the car. 

Varecha pushed the gun past 
the young woman and fired.

He fired again. and this shot 
struck Jordan under the left arm- 
pit. It hit a rib. was deflected 
downward, and penetrated the 
heart.

“Now I guess Ill be going 
along,” he said. “Remember what 
I said about strange guys at par- 
ties.

Lillian Henry, almost out of her 
mind, drove the car home and told 
her mother what had happened.

Piecing together the stories, the
